(1 )  All  ships  arriving  at  the  various  wharves  frcca  foreign  ports  are  boarded 
by  the  Fort  Health  Inspector  or  Rodent  Operator.  Enquiries  axe  made  of  officers 
and  crews  and  searches  are  carried  cut  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation.  Dock- 
sides  ,  wharves  and  warehouses  in  dock  areas  are  under  constant  surveillance  for 
evidence  of  rodent  infestation  and  Fortsoan  Stevedore  are  also  questioned  as  to 
the  presence  of  rats.  Where  evidence  is  found  Immediate  treatment  is  initiated 
by  the  Rodent  Operator,
